Notwithstanding Minnesota Statutes, sections9.031, 16A.40, 16B.49,
16B.50, and any other law to the contrary, the commissioner of revenue may take whatever actionsthe commissioner
deems necessary to pay the rebates reguired by this section, and may, in consultation with the commissioner of
finance and the statetreasurer, contract with aprivate vendor or vendorsto process, print, and mail the rebate checks
or warrants required under this section and receive and disburse state funds to pay those checks or warrants."
